‘Good Arab’ 


Now that President Gamal Nas- 
ser of Egypt has suddenly become 
a “good Arab’’ instead of a “‘bad 

a came Arab,” we may 
be lucky enough 
to drop a dan- 
gerous and im- 

attitude 
from our na- 
tional thinking 

and opinions. 
President Nas- 
ser has become 
a “good Arab” 
because he has 
denounced Communist interfer- 
ence in Iraq. Indeed, there is now 
a sort of nimbus about him be- 
cause he, in turn, has had the 
back of the hand from Nikita 
Khrushchev himself. The spokes- 
man for the Soviets now says that 
Nasser is doomed to failure and 
warns that Soviet power will be 
thrown on Iraq’s side if the Arab 

Republic tries to intervene. 


Here in this little scene is an 
example of how preposterous our 
basic policy has been. A great 
many European, Middle Eastern 
and South American countries in- 
evitably got the idea that we 
don’t really care anything about 
them and their troubles but are 
interested only in their being anti- 
Communist. 


Our “aid’’ has been largely mili- 
tary, and our treaties have been 
the same. Many small countries 
cynically have taken the arms 
and used them to sustain govern- 


ments which were so oppressive | 


as to make the people hate them 
and us for assisting them. 


Aswan Dam 


We were going along with Nas- 
ser and his need for the Aswan 
dam on the basis he would be a 
“good Arab.” When he made a 
Soviet deal for weapons, our State 

ar- 


slap was 
made without consulting the 
World Bank, which, with the Brit- 
ish, was a factor in the loan. 


Nasser, a hot-tem 
reacted to the slap in the face by 
hitting back with closure of the 
Suez Canal. Things deteriorated 
then and Nasser was No. 1 on 
the list of “bad Arabs.” 


This is an old, sad story, but it 
is to say that a great 
deal of it makes no sense.

They have been described 
to the New York Times as “‘the 
greatest scientific experiment 
ever conducted.”

ment and the AEC. 


Project Argus involved three 
detonations of relatively small 
yield nuclear devices in a virtijal 
vacuum more than 300 miles high. 
The force of each of the ex- 
plosions is believed to have been 
in the kiloton (1,000 tons), rather 
than in the megaton (1,000,000 
tons) range.

The Prime Minister will receive a 
hearty welcome, In a sense he has as- 
sumed leadership of the Western alliance 
in this newest crisis. He has taken over 
the travel chores of hospitalized John 
Foster Dulles. His trip to Washington con- 
cludes strenuous fact-finding journeys to 
Moscow, Bonn and Paris. 

There is some disagreement between 
Macmillan and Washington on approaches 
to the Soviet Union. There seems to be 
areas of agreement, however, on negoti- 
ations at the gummit for pullback of 
troops to ¢redte some sort of demili- 
tarized zone in Central Europe provided 
this can be tied.in with a general settle- 
ment of the problems of a divided Ger- 
many. 

Washington seems to have decided 
that a summit meeting may be neces- 
sary to avoid open conflict over Berlin. 
It approaches such a meeting with pessi- 
mism, however, as well it might. Well 
aware of Soviet probing tactics at every 
vulnerable spot, the experience of Ge- 
neva, Potsdam and similar meetings offers 
scant hope. 

Skilled observers say Khrushchev is 
driving for the West’s recognition of the 
status quo throughout the satellite em- 
pire, including East Germany. Berlin is 
his bargaining weapon and concessions 
there leading to eventual takeover by 
Communist East Germany would be a 
major defeat for the West. 

But as hopeless as it seems, nego- 
tiations which might lead to easing of 
tensions through mutual concessions 
must be pursued to the end. Otherwise 
the prospects are frightening, indeed. 

In the background, of course, is the 
belief fully supported by recent history 
as expressed by Bertram D. Wolfe in the 
New Leader, to wit 


In. other words, experience proves 
that negotiations and gestures of appease- 
ment throughout the entire cold ‘war 
have been signals for renewed aggres- 
siveness in the same or other areas of 
tension. If the Berlin crisis thus is to 
be overcome without war, there must be 
no 1959 Munichs.

Entire Community Pays 
These Costs of Blight 


Urban renewal is not a temporary 
project to rid Atlanta of some of the 
worst of its downtown blight but must 
be a continuing program of rehabilita- 
tion and reconstruction to maintain the 
health of the central city. 


This fact was reaffirmed Tuesday 
by Alderman Hamilton Douglas, chair- 
man of the Aldermanic Board's Urban 
Renewal Committee. In a letter to the 
chairman of the Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee on Urban Renewal, Mr. Douglas 
says it is time to start planning for 
long-range financing of a permanent pro- 
gram. 

Mr. Douglas, of course, is right as 
the advisory committee well knows. He 
also is right in saying that urban re- 
newal will pay for itself many times over 
through the years. It could be added 
that failure to go ahead with the pro- 
gram at full speed will be immeasurably 
costly to the community in the years 
ahead. 


The three projects now in the hands 
of federal authorities for final approval 
still are faced with obstacles. But final 
federal approval will open the way to 
overcoming them and for beginning the 
long-delayed and necessary program. 


The fact is Atlanta cannot afford to 
delay any longer. The whole community 
is paying the cost of blight—hlight which 
spreads and spreads unless there is com- 
munity cooperation and determination to 
check it.

The 15 new members of the force 
represent only one-fourth of the total 
needed to bring the department up to 
minimum strength. 


Formation of the overtime squad of 
20 men will be helpful in stemming 
burglaries. But it, too, represents only 
a piecemeal approach to the over-all 
problem of personnel. 

Kansas City recently demonstrated on 
&@ more elaborate scale what al!-out en- 
forcement can mean on an overtime 
basis. Officers worked 12-hour shifts 
without days off in order to put the 
equivalent of 200 additional policemen 
on duty. As a result, major crimes were 
reduced dramatically, traffic accidents 
were cut 15 per cent and arrests for 
traffic violations increased 51 per cent. 
But the campaign was stopped after nine 
days because of fatigue among patrolmen. 

Flurries of intensified effort and stop- 
gap measures do accomplish some good. 
But the maximum results can be ex- 
pected only through a department ade- 
quately staffed with full-time police- 
men.

The DeKalb County zoning 
commission Wednesday night 
took under consideration a con- 
ditional use permit to allow the 
building of a Catholic school 
on Chamblee-Dunwoody Road.

Judge Luther 
Alverson set the two sentences to 
run consecutively. 


4 COUNTS PENDING 

Still pending against Riley are 
four counts of molesting minor 
children and two counts of rape. 


Both Assistant Sol. Gen. Tom 
Luck Jr. and Riley’s defense coun- 
sel termed the case the most 
“tragic” they had ever encoun- 
tered. 


Riley, in an wunsworn state 
ment, denied the girls’ charges, 
saying one of them had never 
been in his office and that the 
other had only been there in the 
company of her mother. 


ACTS WITNESSED 


The state’s main witnesses 
were the two girls and two 10- 


year-old companions who said 
they witnessed the sex acts in 
Riley’s business office shortly 
before Christmas. 


One of the 10-year-olds, who 
said she had no shoes when she 
came to court previously for 
questioning, testified Riley 
“throwed me on the floor” and 
attempted to assault her, then 
“gave me a dollar.” 


The other told of witnessing 
sex acts by Riley on the two 13- 
year-old victims.

The two victims named in the 
indictment—both of whom come 
from a rundown southwest At- 
lanta section near the State Cap- 
itol, said they either gave the 
money they got to their parents

“The county paid an attorney a 
$2,000 fee of taxpayers’ money for 
selling the bonds, whereas mat- 
ters of public record indicate that 
you actually negotiated. the sale 
of the bonds with a brokerage 
firm in Atlanta and the lawyer 
concerned had nothing to do with 
the sale. Such matters as this 
need clarification, ...’’ the com- 
mittee said. 


Marvin D. Pierce, an attorney, 
told reporters for The Atlanta 
Constitution last month that he 
had worked on the bond sale “off 
and on for five or six»weeks” but 
that. he never “dealt with the 
folks that bought the bonds.”’ 


Pierce said the county attorney 
and the county commission ap- 
proved his bill for the $2,000 fee 
and mailed him a check. How- 
ever, County Attorney Floyd 


Hoard said he did not y wage i 
the bill and that the bill for the 
$2,000 fee never had been submit- 
ted to him for approval. 


Discussing his $2,000 fee with 
reporters, Pierce said, “I’m not a 
cheap lawyer. I charge for what 
I do.”

After two passes, East opened 
with one club and South over- 
called with one diamond. North 
bided his time by saying one 
heart and South rebid one no 
trump. Now North invited game 
by jumping in hearts. The three 
no trump bid by South is normal 
but there is some question as to 
whether or not North should per- 
sist with the major suit. Our own 
choice with 6-4-2-1 distribution 
would have been in favor of four 
hearts which cannot be defeated 
with any defense. 


West decided that the oppo 
nents were too well prepared for 
clubs and tried a surprise attack 
with the four of spades, and 
East’s queen went to South’s ace. 
Declarer led the ten of hearts 
and permitted it to ride. East re 
fused the trick and this was the 
key to the defense, for now, try 
as he may, declarer could no 
longer make his contract. On the 
heart continuation East won the 
queen. He returned the eight of 
spades which went to declarer’s 
jack. Had he overtaken with the 
king in dummy to drive out East’s 
ace of hearts, setting up that suit, 
the defenders could now cash two 
spades, two hearts, and a club. 


On a low club to the king, dum- 
my was permitted to hold the 
trick. The king of hearts was now 
led and taken by East, who got 
out with the jack of diamonds. 
Declarer finessed and West took 
the king and exited’ with the 
nine. South now drove out the ace 
of clubs but after taking the club 
return was forced to give West 
the last diamond trick for down 
one.

Restore Yourself 
By Relaxation 


Many nervous, tense people, 
ask how they can learn to relax. 
The answer is that different peo- 
ple do it in different ways. Many 


intentionally tried, the effort is 
useless and that nothing but more 
tension created by the effort. 


To throw oneself down on a 
couch or a bed and divorce one- 
self from one’s world of activity 
is an art, one that is often pos- 
sible for the normally fatigued 
person. But the overwrought per- 
son finds this normal method of 
relaxation sometimes impossible. 


What else can he do? The 
gnawing care which so often is 
the background of such tension 
has to be cast out by our own 
efforts, by a fortunate change in 
circumstances or by a sensible 
adjustment to the continued pres- 
ence of this source of worry. 
Otherwise that mind of ours can- 
not relax. 


Diversion brings the merry 
grin. How to get it? Again a mat- 
ter of individual experience. I 
have heard a very busy executive 
say the only time he really re- 
laxes is when he is away from 
the phone, and the only time he 
is away from the phone is when 
he is flying in a plane. 


That is not everybody’s meat. 
Most of us find that in prepara- 
tion for relaxation we like to get 
out-of-doors and make ourselves 
physically tired in a pleasant 
sort of way. A long walk will do 
it, as will a game of tennis or 
golf, or a vigorous swim. 


If the great outdoors is impos- 
sible because of weather an in- 
door game will sometimes be the 
diverting benefactor. 


A doctor friend said he always 
stopped at his club on his way 
home from a hard day to play a 
rubber or two of bridge; it was 
his way of washing out the cares 
of the day. I am afraid after 
the first game my partner would 
suggest sleep for me instead. 

But by adult life we should 
know what is our taste—our best 
method for success in relaxation. 
If we don’t, the help of a psychia- 
trist is invaluable.

Haney, who finished last at Pitts-

The Braves won a year ago by 
eight lengths, then folded in the World 
Series after blitzing the Yankees. 
With the exception of Schoendienst, 
Haney will open with virtually the

same Cast. 

Pitehing, of course, is the strong point. But the Braves, as 
the °58 standings and statistics indicate, are a balanced club 
They led in pitching (ERA 3,21), tied in batting percentage (.266), 
missed the fielding crown by three points. 


Haney is Schoendienst’s leading booster, and he tells one and 
all that Red was almost as valuable off the field as on it. In an

“Sure, we're going to miss Schoendienst very much,” Haney 
said the other day after rain had provided the Braves with their 
fifth holiday of the spring. ‘But I believe we'll be able to work 
out something at second.

“With all this rain I haven’t seen very much of Chuck Cottier, 
the boy from Atlanta. Now he’s going to be gone 10 days getting 
out of the service. 


“He’s looked all right at second,” Haney continued. “But, 
frankly, I've been more impressed by his hitting than his fielding. 
He’s a better hitter than I thought he was. Right now, however, I 


can’t say whether he'll stay with us. Mel Roach’s knee is coming 
along, but he's still not able to play. I’ve been using Felix Man- 
tilla and Casey Wise at second.” 


There is still talk that John McHale, the new general manager, 
/may swing a deal for a second baseman. Unless the Braves im- 
pert © rene ee ee eee. 
is likely to open at second. 


Had Cottier been around all spring, he might have won the 
job. But his late ish wm pe departure for service discharge 
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' lie 
bid for employment in the infield via some solid slugging. 
Hanebrink, who struck a meek .188 for the Braves last year 
also in the scrap. 


Though Haney doesn’t say so, he’s undoubtedly concerned 
about Logan. The 32-year-old Logan made 32 errors last year, as 
many as any shortstop in the league, and hit a docile .226.

Unless someone shoves Mantilla off second, the Braves will 
open with Frank Torre and Joe Adcock alternating at first, Man- 
tilla, Logan and Mathews in the infield. 


Hank Aaron, Billy Bruton and Wes Covington have the out- 
field situation in hand. Bruton, fully recovered from his leg in- 
jury, is running like he did as a rookie. The oft-injured Covington 
is also enjoying good health, which is good news to Haney. Jim 
Pisoni, drafted from Denver, is a cinch to stay with the club, and 
Lee Maye has attracted attention with his consistent stickwork. 


Del Crandall, in 131 games last year, figures to be in just as 
many this year unless the Braves acquire another receiver. Del 
Rice is the No. 2 man in the mask. 


Pitching is what the Braves in general and Coach Whit Wyatt 
in particular like to discuss. 


And Professor Wyatt is indeed pleased with post graduates 
such as Warren Spahn, a 20-game winner for nine seasons, Lew 
Burdette, Bob Buhl and Bob Rush, and several members of the 
younger fraternity. 


“Spahn looks like Spahn,” Wyatt said as he discussed the 
pitching corps across the dinner table, “and Buhl is throwing 
harder than anyone else in camp.

Answer: No, the average inves- 
tor can’t make any money 
way.

Arbitraging is a technique of 
buying and selling securities to 
take advantage of differences in 
price. In its simplest form, it 
would mean buying a stock at $20 
a share on one stock exchange 
and, at the same time, selling it 
for $20.25 on another stock ex- 
change. That would be possible 
with a stock that is listed on 
more than one exchange. 


But it’s improbable that the 


wide enough for a small inves- 
tor to make money after paying 
his buying and selling commis- 
sions and taxes. Besides that, he 
would have to know the very 
latest price information. 


That’s why arbitraging can be 
done successfully by astute pro 
fessionals—members of stock ex- 
changes who are right on top 
of the situation at every second 
and who, because they are buying 
and selling for their own accounts, 
don’t have any commission costs.
